And !-.L, -.lay by day readers could feel 
that with Mclntyre, they were stroll- 
ing down Broadway, seeing celebrities 
flash by, or were eating at restaurants 
with the great or near great, or were 
eye witnesses to the brcalhle.ss inci- 
dents that weave the tapestry of a 
day in the greatest city in the world. 


For Ihi.s magic touch, one- could for- 


give Mclntyre much—his CO multi- 
colored dressing gowns, hi.s 30 pairs 
of day (xijnmas, his 92 different per- 
fumes and hi.s flights of fancy. 


Sometimes his column was a casual 


recital of a casual diary and Mcln- 
tyre would wonder lo his syndicate 
editors why anyone cared to read him. 
His own boss, Charles B. Driscoll, said 
once that Mclntyre never wa.s con- 
vinced thai he wa.s a great man. And 
added: "He never believed he could 
write, and he .never could .sec why 
other people read his stuff." 


But it wa.s one of his most disarming 


trails—a complete unawareness of his 
own eminence in Ihc world of journal- 
ism. 
Or if he knew il—and presum- 


ably he must have:—he managed to 
exclude it from any effect on hi.s life.

WASHINGTON —(IP)— The senate 


rejected Wednesday a motion for lim- 
iting debate on the anti-lynching bilL 


The vote was 46 against to 42 for

Keep Talented Sons 


in State, Is Plea 


Students Receiving Edu- 


cation Elsewhere Fail 


to Come Back 


FAYKTTEVILLK, 
Ark.—Boys 
and 


fcirls who are sent out of Arkansas 
for their undergraduate college work 
rarely come hack to the slate to live, 
according to Dr. A. M. Harding, di- 
rector of the General Extension Ser- 
vice of the University of Arkansas. 


Dr. Harding bases his contention on 


a .study made of leaders in the field 
of higher education. Writing in the 
February isisue of the Arkansas Alum- 
nus of which he i.s editor, Dr. Harding 
declares that of 40 leaders in the field 
of higher education who were born in 
Arkansas, only seven arc now con- 
nected with .schools in the state. 


The group of leaders in the field 


of higher 
education 
includes 
the 


president,--, of 16 colleges. Nine of the 
40 did their undergraduate work at the 
University, three at Arkansas College, 
two each at Ounchita, Hcndrix, and 
Henderson-Brown, 
18 in 
all. 
The 


other 22 were sent out of the .stair 
for their education. 


"There ha.s arisen in this state in thr 


past few years, a movement lo 'Build 
Arkansas'," Dr. Harding points out 
"In connection with this movement ;i 
consciousness that if we are to de- 
velop this commonwealth, we must 
keep a.s many of our talented sons 
and daughters in Arkansas as possible 
One of the best means of interesting 
llie young men and women in their 
native state is to send them to Ai- 
kan.sas schools." 


Barking Regulations Are 


Important for Your Safety 


Proper parking of motor vehicles plays an important part in the traffic 


safety picture. Long experience in the handling of traffic has indicated cer- 
tain fundamental practices which provide the greatest safety and most of 
these have now meen incorporated in the traffic laws of Arkansas. 


A study of accident statistics indi-® 


cate many accidents resulting from im- 
proper parking, particularly with ve- 
hicles parked on the highways and in 
areas where there should be no park- 
ing at all. Motorists are requested by 
tho State Highway Department to 
familiarize 
themselves 
with 
these 


rules and to cooperate in their ob- 
servance. 


Probably the most important restric- 


tion with respect to parking is that 
which prohibits parking or stopping a 
vehicle on the paved or improved or 
main traveled portion of the highways. 
As a general rule, parking on the 
pavement or main traveled portion of 
the 
highways 


where. 


is 
prohibited every 


Many fata [accidents occur yearly 


because this requirement is not ob- 
served. The law is not unreasonable 
however, in that provision i.s made 
that if it should ho impractical at the 
moment for a car to be cleared of the 
pavement, then such stopping shall be 
permitted momentarily, but this is only 
to be done in case of break-down and 
usually then may only be done where 
it is possible to park or stop on the 
shoulder. 


Stopping to pick up people or to dis- 


charge passengers or to converse with 
occupants of other vehicles or people 
along the road must not be made on 
the pavement in any event. 
Even 


where a vehicle breaks down it must 
he moved as quickly as possible so 
that there is at least twenty feet of 
clear open roadway opposite the park- 
ed vehicle. 


Also it i.s important thai there be a 


clear sight distance of at least three 
hundred feel in each direction of such 
parked vehicle, otherwise vehicles ap- 
proaching at high speed will not be 
able to stop before crashing into same. 


Trucks and busses must place three 


red flags to indicate a stopped vehicle 


during the day time, these flags to bo 
placed, one beside the vehicle next 
to the roadway and one approximate- 
ly one hundred feet in front and one 
approyimately one hundred feet to the 
rear of said vehicle. 


At night, parking lights must be 


burning on all vehicles, whether auto- 
mobiles or trucks and trucks must also 
put out three flares in positions sim- 
ilar to those indicated for red flags in 
the day time. 


It is unlawful to park on a bridge, 


elevated structure or underpass, and 
vehicles should not be parked too 
near bridges or other structures inas- 
much as the roadway frequently is 
restricted at these points and serious 
hazards may be created. 


In cities and towns, local authorities 


usually indicate parking areas and 
zones in which parking i.s restricted 
or prohibited. The state law requires 
parking to be parallel to the curb or 
side of the road or street, unless local 
authorities have by local ordinance in- 
dicated angle parking in particular 
sections but unless such sections are 
plainly marked for angle parking, par- 
allel parking must he observed, and 
the right hand wheels of the vehicle, 
both front and rear, shall be within 
twelve inches of the right hand curb. 


Vehicles must not be left standing 


or unattended when the motor is run- 
ning. It is a misdemeanor to leave a 
car [larked on a street or highway in 
this condition. In fact, the law also 
requires thai the ignition key be re- 
moved. 


Probably application of the law on 


this requirement would make people 
more cautious and certainly would re- 
duee automobile thefts. If a vehicle 
i.s parked on a grade, the front wheels 
must be turned to the curb or to the

Edmund Gilligan's new novel, "Boun- 


dary Against Night" (Farrar & Rine- 
hart: $2.75), i.s u strange book. It i.s 
sometimes confused, occasionally dis- 
maying—and, now and then, extreme- 
ly eloquent and powerful. 


1 its u story of the "Yankee Irish" 


of Boston and vicinity; of the impact 
which the World War made on them, 
of the place they have made fur thcm- 
ixlvcs in the life of New England, and 
of the tortured, agonizing struggle 
which some of them have to make 
against an implacable fate. 


It is also a story of the famous Bos- 


ton police .strike, in which cold-eyed 
men goaded decent public servants in- 
to fighting against intolerable condi- 
tions and then smugly broke them. As 
a study of that strike, and as a side- 


t light on the lamented Calvin Coolidgc, 


the book is most abundantly worth

The story sprawls a bit. It )>egins as 


I the tale i)l a young man who i.s blind- 


; ed in the war. Then it becomes the

preoccupation with death, shot through 
with a rnystim, febrile intensity which 
.sometimes results in incoherence and 
sometimes in vivid, living beauty. 


Mr. Giiligan's people do not tulk

.side of the highway and of course, 
wherever a vehicle is parked the hand 
brake must be effectively set. 


Another important provision in the 


parking regulations indicates clearance 
at intersections. Vehicles must not 
1x3 parked too near fire hydrants and 
must not be parked within twenty 
feet of the cross walk at intersections 
and must not be parked closer than 
thirty feet of any traffic signal or 
slop sign. 


Double parking is prohibited on both 


streets and highways. 
Many viola- 


tions in cities and towns occur with 
the provision in respect to allowing 
proper clearance at intersections. The 
fact that vehicles parked too close to 
cross walks and too near stop signs 
and other regulatory signals contribute 
materially to the accident toll. 


With these important facts in mind, 


many accidents can be eliminated.

Growth of Pine

and 52 years to grow a 15 inch tree. 


Tliis survey was made by taking 


numerous borings to determine age 
and rate of growth on average pine 
sites. He listed these findings to show 
the need for waiting until near matur- 
ity before cutting. 


By proper application of woodland 


management principles which include 
control of fire and discriminatory cut- 
ting, the farmer may realize greater 
commercial returns from his forests, 
Mr. Case explained. By waiting un- 
til a tree has reached its maximum 
growth before cutting, its salcability or 
market value is materially increased, 
Mr. Case pointed out. It assumes more 
value as a saw log if larger, while the 
.smaller trees oflcn 
arc not large 


enough to be converted to high grade 
lumber, but must be relegated to some 
loss remunerative class of use in the 
line pf forest products. 


Mr. Gillett told the technicians that 


about 37 per cent of the farm land 
in Hie state of Arkansas is woodland 
and that cash income from forest pro- 
ducts usually ranks about fourth in 
the list of cash income from farms. 


The field trip was arranged to point 


out the value of woods and woodland 
management in a balanced farm pro- 
gram designed to conserve soil and 
water. On the cooperators' farms the 
group saw several woodland plots in 
which certain crop trees were marked 
for saw logs; where other trees of in- 
ferior grade were marked for cutting 
for the farmer's personal use to make 
room for the development of crop 
trees. These plots marked for wood- 
land development are fenced 
from 


grazing and arc to be protected from 
fire to insure an adequate cover to 
prevent water run-off and the sub- 
sequent loss of soil. 


Instructors explained that the de- 


velopment of woodlands is only one 
phase of tho coordinated and com- 
plete program of the Soil Conserva- 
tion Service to keep soil and water on 
the land. Where adequate pastures 
already exist on farms, the practice of 
protecting woodlands from grazing, 
with a view to their commercial de- 
velopment is an economic step for the 
farmer. 


At the experiment stalion Ihe group 


observed .stands of Black Locus, Osage- 
Ornngu and Satalpa trees, visited a 
new forest planting of pine and saw a 
native woodland of mixed hardwood 
and pine now under management at 
the .station.

First Five Years 


Said Be Hardest 


35 Per Cent of Divorce 


Cases Arise During 


That Period 


NEW YORK-The first five years o£ 


married life in the United States seem 
to be the hardcsl, because in that 
period 35.7 per cent of all divorces are 
secured, according to statisticians of 
the Metropolitan Life Insurance Com- 
pany. After the first five years, how- 
over, the proportion of divorces for 
each 
succeeding 
five-year 
period 


shows a decline, until divorces occur- 
ring after 20 years or more' of mar- 
ried life represent only 10.1 per cent 
o fine total. Taking all durations to- 
gether, out of every 1,000 marriages, 
164 end in divorce. 


Of fifteen leading nations whose di- 


vorce records wore studied by the sta- 
tisticians, Bulgaria alone had a higher 
percentage of divorces than the Unit- 
ed States in the first five years of mar- 
riage. The high Bulgarian figure of' 
65.8 per cent is offset, however, by the 
fact that the total number of divorces 
in that country is relatively insignif- 
icant—being only 27 per 1,000 mar-, 
riages. 


In the ratio of total divorces to mar- 


•iages, regardless of duration of mar- 
•iage, the American record of 161 per 
1,000 exceeds that of any other coun- 
try covered by the study. Austria 
came next to the United States with 
a proportion of 107 divorces to 1,000 
marriages, while Switzerland followed 
with 99 per 1,000. The proportions in 
Sermany and France were respective- 
ly 77 per 1,000 and 74 per 1,000. England 
and Wales considered together were 
the lowest on the list with a record 
of only 12 divorces for every 1,000 mar- 
riages. 


For the proportion of divorces in 


marriages of long duration, New Zea- 
land leads the list. Almost one-fifth 
of the divorces in that Dominion oc- 
cur after 20 or more years of mar- 
riage, with nearly the same propor- 
tion prevailing in Sweden and Nor- 
way, as compared with about one- 
tenth in the United States and only one 
per cent in Spain. 


In the general divorce situation in 


this country, the statisticians find some 
consolation in the fact that the mar- 
riage rate of 10.4 per 1,000 population 
is the highest of any of the countries 
studied, and that'marriages disrupted 
after short duration "will often be 
childless ones, or at least will not in- 
volve the breaking up of a family with 
several children."

The "Early Bird" 


The "early bird" is the profitable 


one, according to the experiences of 
Hempsload county poultry producers. 


The greater expense for heating 


during winter and early spring brood- 
ing is a minor factor when compared 
to the profits of early hatched chicks, 
according to S. A. Moore, extension 
poultryman, University of Arkansas 
College 
of Agriculture. The early 


chicks are 
generally stronger and 


more resistant to parasites and diseases 
and they usually grow faster and reach 
maturity more quickly. 


The best time for hatching will vary 


with the breed of chickens grown and 
the purpose for which they are grown, 
the poultryman points out. Broilers 
should be placed on the market early 


since 


Chicks grown for egg production, 


should be hatched with the view of 
bringing them into production at a 
season when eggs are highest. White 
Leghorns and similar breeds mature 
more rapidly than such breeds as 
Rocks, Reds, and Wyandottes. Con- 
sequently, the 
Leghorns 
may be 


hatched later. 
Pullets maturing in 


September or early October are usual- 
ly the most profitable. 


Leghorns hatched in April and other 


breeds hatched a month earlier should 
reach maturity about the proper time, 
Mr. Moore says. Birds hatched much 
earlier than this are apt to molt in 
the fall and (he advantage of early 
hatching will be lost.

cereals.

round" garden, and a carefully filled 
canning budget, a poultry flock to 
iupply the eggs, the family cow to 
supply milk and butter, and arrange- 
ments made lu grow the meat at home, 
farm families will fare well during 
19o8, in spite of lowered prices, de- 
clares Miss Conant.
